TEN CHILDREN 
KILLED WHEN 
BUS CRASHES 


Driver Also Perishes As| 
Speeding Train 
Strikes

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan, 22.—Ten 
children and a bus driver were killed 
today at Berea, Ohio, near here, when | 
the bus was hit by a New York Cen- | 


tral passenger train bound for Chicago 
at the Sheldon road crossing near 
Beren. Three other children, oon 
hurt, were taken to the Boca hospital 

Cause of the tragedy was not ex- 
plained. Weather conditions were 
clear, and officials were unable to ac- 
count for the driver's failure to see the 
train. 

Most of the victims were small chil- 
dren who attended from the first to 
the sixth grades, 

The bus was said to have been 
carrying 23 children. 

The crash was the fourth bus trag- 
edy in Ohio in the last three weeks. 

The ‘train hit the bus squarely in 
the middle, nearly demolishing it and 
scattering bodies and wreckage several 
hundred feet down the track, As 
quickly as the train had been stopped 
the crew and others aboard jumped 
off and rendered all aid possible to the 
surviving children, 

Trucks and automobiles were com- 
mandeered and took the injured to 
Berea hospital and the dead to two 
morgues 

The dead, identified, are: 

Don Taylor, driver; William Dayid- 
son, 10; Rita Helinski, 9; Vernon 
Davidson, 7; Evelyn Kaltenback, 17; 
Jacob Walters, 12; Juanita Walters, 
his sister, 9.

Effect on Russian Exports 
Raises Question in 
Britain

LONDON, Jan. 22,— Compulsory 
labor employment by the Russian gov- 
ernmen. and the effect this has on 
Russian exports to Great Britain was 
brought up in the house of commons 
last night.

Britain from Russia, He wanted to 
know what steps were proposed to 
prohibit such imports. 

Right Hon, W. Graham, the min- 
ister addressed, replied he was un- 
able to undertake any such inquiry. 

The questioner suggested he should 
consult the “timber trade Journal”; 
and he quote:’ the comments of the 
Finnish press on Britain's employment 
of what was really “slave labor.” 

Mr. Graham promised to consult the 
Journal, “without in any way accept- 
ing the member's last point.” 

Mr, Graham pointed out that he 
had not received any representation 
on the matter from any section of 
industry, 

How the Soviet government is en- 
forcing its measures for compulsory 
labor in an effort to increase timber 
production especially in Northern Rus- 
sia, is illustrated in a message reach- 
ing London Tuesday from Helsingfor: 
It stated a decree had been issued 
whereby Russian peasants who pro- 
tested against their mobilization on 
lumber gangs, for work in the north- 
ern forests are to be prosecuted, 

It was also announced officially 
yesterday, that a farmer named Jeg~- 
orow had becn condemned to death 
and his son sentenced to eight years 
imprisonment for resisting this order.

FLAYS STAND 
OF LIBERALS

Demands Resources Be 
Turned Over to Saskat- 
chewan Immediately 


By THOMAS GREEN 
Canadian Press Staff Writer 

REGINA, Jan, 22.—Accounting by 
the government at Ottawa for a 
trusteeship in the adnmiistration of 
Saskatchewan natural resources since 
1870, or a reference to the court on 
this question, was “emanded by Hon. 
R. B, Bennett, here last night. 

“This principle is essential and can- 
not be gotten away from,” the Con- 
servative chieftain exclaimed, 

“First, that the resources of this 
province that are still left should be 
turned over to your government at 
Regina for administration locally by 
the people of Saskatchewan. 

“Second, in view of the condition 
which I shall not traverse at length, 
the subsidy which is now being re- 
Ln Aad should be continued in perpet- 
ulty, 

“Third, that the school lands trust 
fund and the school lands should be 
turned over to the province in the 
terms of the statute in that behalf; 
and further that there should be an 
accounting by the federal adminis- 
tration for its trusteeship of these 
lands since 1870, and if there should

FIREMEN SEE 
SMOKE: LEAVE 
SMALL BLAZE 


Then Work Heroically 
Fighting 50-foot 
Flames 


A miracle and the brilliant 
team-work of Chief A. Dutton 
and the men of the Edmonton 
Fire Department prevented 
what might have n the 
worst fire in the history of 
the city, when fire of un- 
known origin menaced the! 
$125,000 plant of the A. 
Rendali Lumber company, 
110 avenue and 95 street, at 


> 
7:04 p.m. on Tuesday. 

A check-up this morning by Mr. 
Rendall places the damage at around 
$3,000. Cause of the fire has not yet 
been found, but fire marshal Jack 
Booth is investigating, Chief A. Dut- 
ton stated. Chief Dutton made it 
clear that there is no suspicion of in- 
cendiarism. 

Houses Threatened 

With piles of dried lumber stored 
in the yard and a dozen frame houses 
nestling cheek by jowl with the two- 
storey frame buildiny in which the 
plant is housed, the miracle lay in 
the fact that firemen from halls one 
and five, hastening to a rubbish fire | 
two blocks south of the lumber yard, 
saw the smoke shooting out of the 
mill and disregarded the small fire. 

A box alarm was turned in on the | 
rubbish fire at 6:58 p.m. at 108th | 
avenue and 95 street, and it was as 
they reached this fire that the 
smoke-eaters saw the other blaze and 
tackled it. Six minutes after the 
rubbish-fire alarm had been turned 
into Operator Frank Arnold at No. 
1 hall, the box alarm from the mill 
fire came in 

Chief Dutton himself was quickly 
on the scene of the fire, and ordered 
the second alarm turned in, at 7:11 
p.m. Rigs from halls two and seven 
were sent in answer to the second 
alarm, Routine transfers of men and 
equipment to other halls were im- 
mediately ordered by the chief, in the 
event of a serious fire breaking out 
in some other part of the city. This 
order resulted in No. 8 moving to No. 
1, No. 6 to No. 2, while a from 
No. 7 which returned to its station 
was sent to No, 5 hall. 

40-Minute Job 

Deluged by thousands of gallons of 
water which spurted into the building 
from the nozzles of eight lines of hose 
connected on to every hydrant within 
a radius of three blocks, the fire was 
brought under control in less than 
half an hour and the “all out” went 
at 7.55 exxactly 40 minutes after the 
fire had been first reported. 

A pyramid of flame soared upwards 
for 50 feet from the roof of the burn- 
ing building when firemen started to 
play hose on the building and a crowd 
of thousands quickly gathered around 
the scene of the blaze. 

Nearby householders feared the 
worst when they saw the clouds of 
smoke and flame billowing up into the 
sky and made preparations to aban- 
don their homes if the fire got out 
of control,

oxy ms of coughing.

Find No Cause 

It is not thought that the damage 
will be extensive, according to Mr. 
Rendall, who could not assign any 
cause for the blaze at a late hour on 
Tuesday night, owing to the smoke 
which still filled the building and 
made examination difficult, The dam- 
age was covered by insurance. 

“I was at a church meeting when 
told of the fire,” said Mr. Rendall, 
“and hurried up here right away, The 
fire started in the front of the build- 
ing, apparently, where we have 32 
electric motors for working the | 
machinery, Some of these may be 
damaged.” 

Mr. Rendall said that only six men 
are working at the plant just now, to 
keen tt going. There is no night 
watchman, Mr, Rendall personally ex- 
amined the building at 6 p.m., when 
he left, and everything was all hs 
then, He ts tn the habit of coming 
back every night between 10 and 11 
am i make a final check-up for the 
night 

Chief A, Dutton thought that the 
fire had started near a shavings bin 
on the first floor, but he only gave 
this as his opinion as he had also been 
prevented hy the smoke from making 
& painstaking examination, 

Wiremen agreed that it was “fine 
that it wasn't so cold as the night of 
the fire at the box factory.” 

Citizens watching the men at work 
were loud in their praise of the work 
of Chief Dutton and the boys,

for both divisions of 9,986. 

Inoculations for the prevention of
